AT HELM SINCE 1905 


Paris, July 17.—(#)—Thirty- 
five premiers have been at the 
helm of the French government 
since 1905. Twelve of them came 
into power since M. Clemenceau, 
the tiger of France, relinquished 
the premiership in 1920. This 
period, incidentally marked the 
end of the sacred union prevailing 
during the war and a renewal of 
» bitter warfare between the many 
' | political groups in parliament. 

During that period (1905-1926) 
Franee also has had half dozen 
_ presidents, beginning with M. Lau- 
.bet and followed successively by 
| M. Fallieres, Raymond Poincare, 
~ Paul Deschanel, Alexandre Mille-° 
rand and Gaston Doumergue. 


The record of longevity is held 

Georges Clemenceau, who pre- 

led over a ministry which curi- 
ously included M. Briand as min- 
ister of education, and M. Cail- 
laux, as minister of finance, from 
October, 1906, until July, 1909.

Paris, July 17.—(#)—Premier Aris- 
tide Briand’s tenth cabinet, whose 
fate was tied up with the Cailleux 
bill for evtraordinary powers to allow 
the government to cope with the 
financial crisis, without parliamen- 
tary interference and delays, toppled 
to a fall early this evening under 
combined full front attacks by M. 
Herriot, leader of the radical social- 
ists, and M. Marin, leader of the 
moderates. The vote was 288 to 243, 
the government thus having a minor- 
ity of 45. 

No time was lost by M. Briand and 

his colleagues in presenting their col- 
lective resignations to President 
Doumergue. On leaving Elysee palace 
M. Caillaux smilingly remarked: 
“Nobody's lot is happier than mine.” 
Pe Herriot to be Called. 

It is understood that M. Herriot, 
despite the severe lacing M. Briand 
administered to him today, will be 
called on by President Doumergue to 
torm a new cabinet, and it is rumor- 

ed in the lobbies of the chamber that 
he already has succeeded in obtain- 


ing enough provisional acceptances of 
portfolios to constitute a “cabinet of 


republican concentration.”

Washington, July 17.—While Pres- 
ident Coolidge fishes in the Adiron- 
dacks, republican politictans with am- 
bitions are doing another sort of fish- 
ing or rather are casting abeut to see 
if they can fish profitably. Democrats 
will not be idle either. 

The summer is always dull in the 
capital, but this summer promises to 
be lively politically in other sections 
of the country, not only because of the 
congressional elections this fall, but 
because of that other election two 
years hence toward which presiden- 
tial-minded persons are beginning to 


look longingly. 
The activity this summer will be of 


‘the speech-making and “feeler-confer- 


ence” variety.* Definite activity in the 
republican camp. must wait until de- 
valeninants show just how § strong 
Coolidge will be some months later 
and what he intends to do about an- 
other term, the latter of course de- 
pending somewhat upon the former. 
Borah Speaks at Augusta. 

The activity is just beginning. Sen- 
ator Borah, of Idaho, always a poten- 
tial presidential candidate, will open 
a summer speech-making campaign at 
Augusta, Ga., on Sunday, with an 
address on prohibition, while Speaker 
of the House “Nick” Longworth, from 
the pivotal state of Ohio, and OC. Bas-_ 
com Slemp, former secretary to the 
president, are preparing for an auto- 
mobile tour of the south, whose re- 

ublican delegations were solidified 
ehind Coolidge at the last republican 
convention by Slemp. 

Republican votes in the south are 
negligible, but republican delegations 
in the nominating convention are high- 
ly necessary. 

Borah will swing west later in the 
summer, and will level the guns of 
his oratory against the world court. 

Other Speech Makers. 

There will be other speech makers. 

Vice President Dawes intends to con- 


‘tinue his campaign for revision of 


senate rules, regarded here as a dead 
issue. He may use the opportunity to 
talk on other topics. He is scheduled 
for an address in Indiana on farm 
relief. When the vice president de- 
serted the administration on this issue 
some weeks ago, and joined the sup- 
porters of the McNary-Haugen bill, 
he was credited with presidential 
hopes, along with Senator Watson, 
of Indiana, and former Governor Low- 
der of Illinois. 

Democrats are centering their at- 
tention on efforts to capture congress 
at the fall elections. If they do, the 
booms will begin to flourish. ere 
is always talk of Governor Smith, 
of New York, and William G. McAdoo, 
whose delegations deadlocked each 
other out of the nomination in 1924. 
Recently, the friends of Governor 
Ritchie, of Maryland, have begun to 
talk again. and in a few months many 
others will be actively entered into 
the race by their friends,

Government Would Be 
Shirking Duty to Tax- 
payers If It Sanctioned 
Plan, Says Mellon. 


ASSURANCE GIVEN 
FRENCH CABINET 


Government Is Told Unit- 
ed States Has No Inten- 
tion of Commercializing 
Agreement on Debt. 


Washington, July 17.— (#) —The 
American government would be shirk- 
ing its duties as trustee of the tax- 
payers if it sanctioned cancellation of 
war debts, Secretary Mellon contend- 
ed in a letter made public as,the ad- 
ministration’s final reply to such pro- 
posals. | 

With the exception of Great Brit- 
ain, Mr. Mellon declared all debtors 
had actually received cancellation of 
the loans given them before the arm- 
istice as the result of their debt agree- 
ments with the United States. More- 
over, he added, Europe is closer today 
to a solution of its economic troubles 
than at any time since the war. 

Answers Cancellation Plea. | 

Mr. Mellon, who is chairman of the 
American debt cotimission, wrote the 
letter to Frederick W. Peabody, Ash- 
burnham, Mass., in answer to one by 
Peabody to President Coolidge pro- 
posing cancellation of the war debts, 
as a legal, equitable and charitable 
proposition. 

In connection with the debt situa- 
tion it was learned today that the 
United States government had assured 
France it had no intention of taking 
advantage of Article 7 of the debt 
agreement permitting it to commer- 
cialize France's obilgations. 

The provision must stay in the set- 
tlement, Finance Minister Caillaux 
has been informed, to comply with 
the law by which funds were raised 
here for the loan to France but the? 
treasury believes it would be imprac- 
ticable to utilize the provision. 

Discussing debt cancellation, Mr. 
Mellon told Mr. Peabody that “if 
these foreign debts are cancelled the 
United States is not released from its 
obligation to pay the very bonds 
which were sold to our citizens to 
make the advances to the foreign gov- 
ernments.” 

Must Collect Through Taxation. 

“We must collect through taxation 
from our people,” he said. “If our 
cebtors do not pay to us what they 
can. You must know the duty of a 
trustee. Were trustees as certain as 
you seem to be that the American peo- 
ple demand cancellation of the debts, 
it is within the province of popu- 
lar government to carry out the man- 
date, 

“But neither generally from the 
people, nor in the press, nor at all 
from the chosen representatives of the 
people in congress has come this de- 
mand. 

“As a matter of equity,” Mr. Mellon 
said that France, Belgium and Italy, 
the only nations beside Great Brit- 
ain to get loans during the war, ac- 
tually will repay to this nation an 
amount equal only to their loans re- 
ceived after the armistice. 

Loans to England. 

“In the case of England, post- 
armistice advances with interest 
amounted to $660,000,000,.” he said, 
“and the present value of the entire 
debt settlement is $3,297,000,000. Our 
loans to England were not so much to 
provide war supplies as to furnish 


from its own people.” 

The present value of the debt set- 
tlements of France, Belgium and Italy 
were given by Mr. Mellon as $1,681,- 
000,000, $192,000,000 and $426,000,- 
000 respectively. He said the loans 
given to these countries after the war

the scene. 

Fingerprint experts feund that the 
fingerprints on the windshield of the 
murder car were those of Glover. The 
blood-stained fingerprints found on a 
pay envelope, in which Miss Smith 
had drawn her pay the night of the 
killing, were identified as those of 


Davis, according to the fingerprint 
experts. 
Grill Davis. 
Sheriff's deputies admitted that 


they were endeavoring to obtain ad- 
missions from Davis, but thus far had 
not succeeded in breaking down his 
former statements.. They obtained no 


additional information from the ne- 
gro, Ed Glover, who confessed to the 
actual killing. 

It has been known for several days 
that the sheriff’s investigation has 
centered around Bars Davis, one of 
the first of the five white men ar- 
rested in the case, all of whom are 
still in jail without bail, though only 
a charge of violating the prohibition 
law has been placed against, them.

Former Veteran 


'| Missing; $13,000 


Awaits Return 


Washington, July 17.—()—Listed 
on the roster of missing men at the 
veterans’ bureau is Frank Vincent, for- 
merly of Riverton, Neb., who has $13,- 
000 in compensation and automatic in- 


surance to his credit. He was last 
heard of in October, 1920, in Kansas 
City, Mo., where he had been selling 
lead pencils. 

Fearing that he may have been com- 
mitted to an institution without identi- 
fication, the bureau tonight called 
upon its regional offices and field hos- 
pitals to aid in the search. 

Since his disappearance, Vincent’s 
father has died, and his mother, now 
over 80 years old, crippled from pa- 
ralysis, is unable to ebtain government 
aid because of a provision that a man 
must be missing seven years before he 
can be declared officially dead. 

Vincent, as a member of the Wyom- 
ing national guard, was injured in 
April, 1917, by the accidental dis- 
charge of his rifle at Crystal Lake, 
Wyo., the bones of his left foot were 
shattered and subsequent bloodpoison- 
ing necessitated its amputation below 
the knee. The poison spread to his 
right arm and that also was. ampu- 
tated. He was discharged August 15, 
1917, on a surgeon’s certificate of dis- 
ability. If living, Vincent is 37 years 
old. He had dark brown hair, blue 
eyes, fair complexion and was five 
feet seven inches tall. He used an 
artificial leg.

forfeit of money from him in the event 
he is unwilling to continue as her 
partnef. Since his arrival in this coun- 
try the prince has been looking forward 
eagerly to an inspection of the cliff 
dwellers’ ruins in the Mesa Verde. ‘The 
most outstanding of this group are the 
cliff palace, more than 800 feet long; 
spruce tree house, more than 200 feet 
long and containing 114 rooms, snd 
the sun and fire temples, seats of re- 
ligious worship by the ancient folk. 

Superintendent Nusbaum, who has 
pioneered in the work of excavating 
the ancient ruins, wil] be the prince’s 
guide throughout the trip, and hopes 
that the Swedish heir, an ardent

All Learn Same Ruies. 


All the lawyers in the stafe are 
therefore forced to become fawiliar 
with the same rules of procedure, to 
follow the same sequence of steps, to 
use the same technical language, and 
to think in the same logical rocathe 
such uniformity in training, novos onl 
and ideas could not fail to produce a 
class with a highly developed group 
consciousnesrs. 

The monopolistic nature of a tech- 
pique prescribed by law has, more- 
over the tendency to produce resisi- 
auce to change. Those who employ 
it compete with one another only 
within the limits of the established 
rules. No one is allowed to outbid 
his competitor by offering a new 
remedy or by using a superior pro- 
cedure. The question of new rules, 
therefore, never becomes a profession- 
al problem in the strict sense of the 
term, for it ig normally outside the 
scope of professional activity. Indi- 
vidual success in practice suffers no 
apparent Joss from the use of a de- 
fective system, because the handicap 
operates equally upon all competitors. 


Accordingly, immediate self-interest 
offers no convincing reason for leaving 
the familiar paths and undertaking a 
struggle with new problems. Further- 
more, the lack of experience with any 
other technique makes it difficult for 
the bar to see defects in the current 
system or to appreciate their serious-

1926 Expenses 
Of Government 
Have Increase 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 


The Chicago Tribune.) 

Washington, July 17.—Increased 
expenditures in many of the govern- 
ment departments during the fiscal 
year 1926 are shown in itemized fig- 
ures made publie today. There were 
increases in expenditures of the legis- 
lative and executive branches of the 
government and also in the state, 
treasury, justice, postoffice, and com- 


merce departments, the veterans’ bu- 
renu, miscellaneous agencies and the 
District of Columbia. These were off- 
set by decreases in expenditures of 
the war, navy, interior, agriculture 
and labor departments. 

The detailed figures show that while 
the total expenditures chargeable 
against ordinary receipts as made pub- 
lic immediately after the close of 
the fiscal year at the end of last 
month increased +P ope ‘ag pte over 
the fiscal year 1925, the aggregate 
outlay by governmental departments 
decreased by about $10,000,000. To- 
tal ordinary expenditures were 9 
584,987,873.50 as against $3.529,- 
643, in the fiscal year 1925 
Fliminating from these totals public 
debt retirements and expenditures 
from various miscellaneous funds, in- 
cluding interest on the public debt 
refunds on internal revenue taxes and 
customs duties, payments under the 
soldiers’ bonus act, and items relat- 
ing to the railroads, the shipping 
voard, alien property and the Pana- 
ma nal, the aggregate for ger 
ernmental departments was $1,526,- 
59,870.26 as compared with $1,836,- 
657,359.20 in the fiscal year 1925. 

The legislative branch of the gov- 
ernment expended about $2,000,000 
more last year than the year before, 
its total increasing from $13,855.,- 
664.29 in the fiseal year 1925, to 
$15,776,220.41 in the fiscal year 1926. 

Expenditures of the executive de- 

rtment went up from $411,898.27 to 

438,768.06; the state department 
from $15,054,408.58 to $16,521,348.08 ; 
the treasury department from $123,- 
232,421.79 to $136,578,723.67; the 
justice department from $23,495,- 
38.96 to $23,774,129.23; the com- 
merce department from $25,782 39 
to $29,132,015.82; the veterans’ bu- 
reau from $384,715.796.72 to $404,- 
692,185.22: independent agencies from 
$27.682,657.28 to-$32,069,356.30; and 
the District of Columbia from $32,713,-

Officials of the two states were at 
variance, however, as tq the underly- 
ing cause for the closings, althengh 
both Georgia and Florida authorities 
attributed them directly to the benk- 
ruptcy proceedings against the PRunk- 
ers Trust company. Officials of hoth 
states agreed that the influences were 
“outside the state.” P 

Officials of the Georgia state tank- 
ing department said they had erent 
auditors to every bank in the state 
that -had closed and instructed them 
to complete audits of the banks’ bouks 
as rapidly as possible, with a view 
to speeding up reorganization and re- 
opening of the institutions. 

Mr. Amos expressed the belicf that 
the financia] storm had spent itself 
in Florida. 

In his statement, the first he had 
issued since the succession of bcnk 
closings, Mr. Amos said the b+«nks 
which had suspended operatiors in 
Florida had been almost whollv con- 
fined to members of the chain served 
by the Bankers Trust company or- 
ganization. 

“This does not mean,” Mr. Amos 
said, “that all those banks in Flerida 
associated with the system at fome 
time or another are in trouble, or are 
necessarily involyed. Several in Qlor- 
ida have already divested themselves 
of the connection in time not to be 
hurt in the collapse, while othere have 
not enough Georgia stuff to amount to 
anything. 

“The effect of the system failures 
has about spent itself. I have every 
renson to believe that a number of the 
Florida banks forced to close tem- 
porarily will reopen; in fact, two have 
already reopened and several others 
are now completing their plans.” 


Denies Reports. 


He asserted there was no founda- 
tien for statements that implied 
Florida banks had been forced to cluse 
because Of “real estate paper” in Flor- 
ida banks. Such statements, he <de- 
clared, “were calculated to injure the 
large number of perfectly sound and 
safe Florida banks in no wise affected 
by recent developments.” 

He attributed the trouble to the re- 
serves of “system banks” in Florida 
which had been placed in Georgia 
through the financial agents of the 
system and thus were not available 
when needed. 

Had the Florida banks been able 
to obtain their money “from the 
Georgia institutions when called for,” 
he said, “the Florida failures would 
not have occurred as they did. Let 
us sit steady in the boat and the 
whole situation will rapidly right it- 
self here in Florida. The cause of the 
trouble does not lie within our bor- 
ders, neither did it affect but a rela- 
tively small number of Florida 
banks.”

NEW COOPERATIVE BUREAU 


The president made a wise selec- 
tion in appointing one*so well ex- 
perienced as Chris L. Christensen as 
director of the new cooperative 
marketing bureau, which becomes 
another of the department of agri- 
culture’s many specific bureaus, 
some of which at least should be 
transferred to other departments. 

The bureau of roads, to illustrate, 
has no business being a part of the 
multitudinous activities of the de- 
partment of agriculture. It would 
fit better in either the department 
of commerce, the postoffice depart- 
ment or the war department. The 
federal appropriation covers only 
post roads, thereby qualifying the 
bureau for the postoffice depart- 
ment. All federal aid roads—and 
specifically those in the network 
known as the “federal system’— 
are designed for military purposes, 
therefore this bureau could appro- 
priately fit into the war depart- 
ment. Its efficiency is not dis- 
turbed by being a part of the agri- 
cultural department, and it operates 
very much without as an entirely 
independent service unit, and yet it 
encumbers the department of agri- 
culture’s reports and necessarily 
throws a responsibility upon the 
secretary of agriculture that is not 
in his particular line of thinking, 

The bureau of forestry is an- 
other that has no place in the 
department of agriculture. It ought 
gather to be under the interior, and 
possibly would be today but for a 
factional fight that was conceived 
in political jealousies some years 
ago. 

The new bureau of cooperative 
marketing, however, pelongs spe- 
cifically to the department of agri-. 
culture, and it is fortunate that Sec- 
retary Jardine is so earnestly and 
sincerely in sympathy with the 
movement that is spreading so rap- 


idly and doing so much to stimu-, 


late profitable production in other 
than the few old staples that were 
at one time regarded as the only 
“money crops” grown by American 
farmers. 

The tremendous advance in Cali- 
fornia production, in poultry prod- 
ucts, fruits, cereals, etc., has been 
due to the e¢arnest and thoughtful 
application of the science of co- 
operative marketing.

crime and law evasion, than at any 
time in England, even before the 
crusade for procedure reform was 
begun. 

Today England has fewer crimes 
ina year than any of the -metro- 
politan cities of America have in a 
week—and the reason is unmistak- 
able. The English would-be crim- 
inal, since the success of the strug- 
gle for reforms in the judiciary. sys- 
tem, knows that there is not only 
no escaping the law, but there is 
no possibility of cheating justice by 
delays, dilly-dallying 
with petitions, new trials, stays of 


interminate 


execution, and the various and sun- 
dry other schemes that tear down 
the law, and scoff at justice in this 
country. 

Positive knowledge that there are 
no legal loopholes through which 
a criminal may escape the penalties 
of crime is a crime deterrent. There- 
fore, however black may be the 
heart, or covetous the will of the 
would-be murderer or the potential 
thief, in England crime is restrain- 
ed, and the public is safe from the 
menace of a crime wave to a re- 
markable, and most commendable 
extent. 

The articles of Professor Sun- 
derland are interesting and enter- 
taining and of peculiar value in 
showing just how England <ccom- 
plished the reforms that have so 
revolutionized crime conditions, to 
the interest and welfare of the na- 
tion, and all the people. 

America’s system of legal pro- 
cedure must be revised along the 
English plan. It will take an arous- 
ed conscience of the people to do 
it, but it must be done. 

We are today the most. crime- 
ridden nation of the world. And it 
is the weakness of our system of 
legal procedure, built more to shield 
and defend the criminal than to pro- 
tect society, that is the chief cause 
of it. 

CIRCLING THE GLOBE. 


The quick travel record just es- 
tablished by Edward L. Evans and 
Linton Wells by circling the globe in 
28 days 144 hours is of significant 
interest. It pulls down the for- 
mer record, made by John Henry 
Mears in 1913, a full. 7 days and 
7 hours, or a ratio of 25 per cent 
of the time record just established. 
It emphasizes the progress the 
world is making in rapid transit— 
and particularly in the utility of 
the air for dependable travel service. 

Within the memory. of some of 
those living it took 28 days to cross 
the American continent and just 
25 years ago it took 28 day$ to 
cross the Pacific ocean, and half 
that time to cross. the Atlantic. At 
the same time it took 28 days to 
go from central Europe. to central 
Asia—that is, to pass from the zone 
of the Occident to the zone of the 
Orient,

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tical radio communication that orig- 
inally camé out of the theory of 
mental felepathy, and then the grad- 
ual mastery of science over the air 
waves, ‘Now a sight-seeing tourist 
can circle the globe in 80 days and 
see the side lights of every great 
national capital from Washington to 
Tokio. Or if in a mood to speed 
up he can go around. the world 
twice in 80 days, and for a change 
of scenery .take entirely different 
land routes on each trip. We live 
in a fast, progressive age, and it 
takes a progressive people, backed 
by progressive national policies, to 
keep in the procession. 


CUMMINS ON COOLIDGE. 

The statement of Senator Cum- 
mins, of lowa—made apparently 
without reservation—that President 
Coolidge will not be a candidate to 
succeed himself, naturally enough 
created consternation among the 
president’s closer political friends 
and advisers, and something of a 
TNT explosion among the half dozen 
outstanding statesmen who even 
now are canvassing’ the field with 
the hope of being 1928 convention 
candidates. 

In the meantime the president is 
fishing up in the white pine woods 
and his official spokesman has 
nothing to say. In Washington, 
however, the few of his cabinet who 
are brave enough to stick the east- 
ern heat wave out are quick to 
challenge the Cummins statement, 
and insist that Calvin Coolidge will 
not only go before the convention, 
but will be nominated. They insist 
that the two-term rule applies only 
to elective terms, and that the two 
years inherited from the late Presi- 
dent Harding must not be included. 

That Illinois will present either 
Lowden or Dawes is certain, and it 
appears equally certain that the one 
presented to the convention will 
have the hearty support of the 
other. That Ohio is planning to 
enter Speaker Longworth is quite 
apparent. Senator Borah, it is as- 
sumed, is feeling out the entangle- 
ments of the ‘‘no man’s land” that 
is directly between the regular and 
the radical factions, hoping for a 
compromise opportunity. Of course 


Governor Pinchot wants to be the 
“dry regular’ to be considered, but 
recent disclosures in Pennsylvania 
will perhaps exclude*him. 


When President Coolidge catches 
a -few more pickerel and @ lively 
trout or two runs away with his 
hook, the novelty of his summer 
camp may have sufficiently worn off 
to permit his official talking ma- 
chine to run off a reply record to 
the Cummins statement.

A Great Democratic 
The Will and Way to World Peace 


Ideal

Considering that on January 27 
the United States senate, by a vote of 
7G to 17, declared for American ad- 


herence to the pro- 
tocol setting up the 
Permanent Court of 
International Jus- 
tice at The Hague, 
only two of the 
democratic senators 
voting against the 
resolution, there 
weuld seem to be 
no room to quis- 
tion the fundamen- 
tul democracy of 
those who voted for 
the adherence, with 
the essential Amer- 
ican reservations 
upon which it ultimately depends. 
What Kind of Court Is It? 

The court is already established, 
and is functioning. 

It is not the judicial institution of 
a super-state to which any sanction- 
ization is permanently subservient. 

It is not a sovereignty in itself, or 
the subject of any sovereignty. 


It is a judicial tribunal set up by 


the consent of the 48 nations now sig- | 


natory to it, having rules and proced- 
ure agreed te by them. 

They bind themselves only to submit 
to it such justiciable issues between 
nations as fairly invite pacifie arbitra- 
tion and do not involve or impose a 
forfeiture of national honor or inde- 
pendence. 

In plain terms—a court of arbitra- 
tions. 

Is That Democratic? 


The “American policy’? concerning 
international relations was set forth 
first by Washington in his farewell 
address, but brought to the substance 
of a doctrine by Jefferson in his first 
inaugural address. 


The concrete axiom is “No entangle- 
ment with the political affairs of any 
Kuropean nation.” The meaning was 
then and has been ever since that this 
nation should enter into no alliance 
with any European nation for polit- 
ieal objects, including offensive or 
defensive war operations. The sound 
basis for that is that this nation can- 
not enter upon a war but with the 
consent of congress. That is constitu- 
tional law, and no administration is 
authorized to declare war by this 
country, or ally it with any other na- 
tion for war purposes, 

The established policy has been, for 
112 years, to invoke diplomacy, treaty, 
or arbitration of quasi-judicial charac- 
ter, to compose our difference with an- 
other nation and so avoid resort to 
force of arms. That policy has become 
ingrained in the psychology of the 
American people, and is ineradicable. 


Jefferson’s Ideas. 


As early as 1798 Thomas Jefferson, 
in a letter to Sir John Sinclair, at 
London, said: 

“Will nations never devise a more 
rational umpire of differences than 
force? Are there no means of coercing 
injustice more gratifying to our nature 
than a waste of the blood of thousands 
and the labor of millions of our fellow- 
creatures ?” 

And in discussing how a nation that 
produced an unjustified war might be 
penalized therefor by other nations, he 
said : 

“Publie reproach, a refusal] of com- 
mon offices, interdiction of commerce 
and comforts of society, are found as 
effectual as the coarser instruments of 
force. Nations, like individuals, stand 
toward each other only in the relations 
of natural right. Might they not, like 
them, be peaceably pynished for vio- 
lence and wrong? t us hope we 
shall at last be sensible that war is an 
instrument entirely inefficient toward 
redressing wrong; that it nullifies in- 


_J}stead of indemnifying losses.” 
In face of those sentiments one can/ 


easily forecast Jefferson’s attitude to- 


i ward a court of international justice. 


Democratic Precedents. 


It seems not commonly known that 
Jefferson, Madison and Monroe at one 
time or another contracted or advyo- 
cated temporary European alliances. 

During, the revolutionary war an al- 
liance was made with France and an-| 
other was offered to the Netherlands. 

Congress in 1780 was eagerly will- 


ing to join the “Armed Neutrality,” ; 


which was a league of neutral nations 

to uphold the principles of interna- 

tional law, and assume 
obliga 
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married to the British fleet and na-| 


tion !”’ 

In 1823 Prime Minister Canning, of 
Eugland, proposed a joint declaration 
of policy by Great Britain and Amer- 
ica toward the South American peo- 
ples. President Monroe consulted the 
two ex-presidents then living, Jefier- 
son and Madison, and all three agreed 
that joint action was desirable “even 
should war be the result.” Jefferson 
and Madison were so agreed because 
they believed the alliance “would pre- 
vert rather than provoke war.” The 
result finally was the promulgation of 
the great and indefeasible ‘‘Monroe 
doctrine.” 


Keeping Us Out of War. 


Objection is made to American ad- 
hesion to the world court on the singu- 
lar ground that it might drag us into 
war, while the policy of “national iso- 
lation’ would keep us out of war! 

Yet we have been involved in every 
great world war since we declared 
our national independence. 


In the French revolutionary wars 
we fought a real ‘war with France for 
two years. The Napoleonic wars 
forced us to fight the war of 1812 
with Great Britain. ‘The kaiser com- 
pelled us into the latest world war, 
and as sure as we are the leading pow- 
er of the nations today we will be in- 
evitably drawn into any other general 
war that happens within civilization. 

Already our sons are numbered by 
the government and practically tagged 
for the trenches, the tanks, the flame- 
throwers and flying bomb-droppers of 
the next general row among the na- 
tions. 


What Congress Has Said. 


Over half a century ago, in 1874. 
congress considered the subject of 
“keeping us out of war,” and adopted 
the following illuminating resolution: 


“Resolved, That the president of the 
United States is hereby authorized and 
requested to negotiate with all civil- 
ized powers who may be willing 
enter into such negotiation for the 
establishment of an international sys- 
tem whereby matters in dispute be- 
iween different governments agreeing 
thereto may be adjusted by arbitra- 
tion, and, if possible, without recourse 
to war.”’ 

Again, in 1890, congress adopted an- 
other concurrent resolution to the fol- 
lowing effect : 


“Resolved, That the president be 
and is hereby requested to invite, from 
time to time, as fit occasions may 
arise, negotiations with any govern- 
ment with which the United States 
has, or may have, diplomatic relations, 
to the end that any differences or dis- 
putes arising between the governments 
which cannot: be adjusted by diplo- 
matic agency, may be referred to ar- 
bitration, and be peaceably adjusted 
by such means.” 


What did eongress intend by these 
actions other than to establish with all 
nations the policy now represented by 
the world court? 


How Cleveland Acted. 


_ In the Venezuelan boundary affair, 
in which Great Britain and the South 
American state were in a dispute, with 
the former threatening to use force, 
President Cleveland demanded’ arbi- 
tration as the proper solution. Mr. 
Olney. secretary of state, acting by di- 
rection of the president, in correspond- 
ence with the contesting powers, laid 
down the declaration that “war is 
condemnable as a relic of barbarism 
and a crime in itself;” that there was 
only one possible way of determining 
the issue, namely, “by peaceful arbi- 
tration.” 


Thereupon Lord Salisbury, for Great | 
Britain, abandoned his menacing atti- 
tude and arbitration settled the issue 
peaceably. 

In 1897 President Cleveland sent to 
the senate for ratification an Ameri- 
can-British arbitration treaty, and in

Much 
that has gone on for five years past 
has consisted either of outright dema- 
goguery, outright pretense that some- 
thing can be done, uttered by those 
who knew that nothing can be done;

It ought not to be necessary to re- 

at that the judgment of the best 
eaders in Washington is that nothing 
can be done. t ought to clear 
from the facts. Ever since the begin- 
ning of Harding’s administration, 
March 4, 1921, there has been almost 
continuous study of the farm problem 
and repeated experiments in it. This 
thought has come and these efforts 
have been made by some of the ablest 
men in the United States. Eugene 
Meyer, Jr., one of the most successful 
business men of his generation, de- 
voted five of the best years of his life 
as a government official to handling 
distressed farm conditions in the west 
and southwest. With the aid of a bil- 
lion dollars of government money 
granted by congress, to be loaned out 
where it would tide farm crops over 
difficult periods, Mr. Meyer and his 
associates in the government’s “finance 
corporation,” formed for this purpese, 
made a record that will be remembered 
during all this generation in many 
western communities. 


(Incidentally, all but a comparative- 
ly minute fraction of this money has 
now been paid back by the borrowers 
—which would seem to indicate that, 
however bad the farm situation may 
seem now, it must have improved 
greatly over what it was a few years 
ago. Incidentally, also, it is to be 
noted that this immense sum of money 
suggests the degree of work and 
thought Washington has given to -he 
farm problem. And this was only one 
of several financial helps; the “finance 
corporation” was only one of several 
institutions organized to give more 
convenient credit to the farmer and 
otherwise to hel phim.) 

Mr. Meyer is the outstanding one of 
those who devoted all their time to the 
farm problem—for nearly five years it 
was his only concern, and through la- 
borious months here in Washington 
and on many trips throughout the west 
he worked at the farm problem as few 
men work at their private businesses. 
There were many others. One was 
Herbert Hoover. By common judg- 
ment there is not in the present werk 
a mind abler than Mr. Hoover's or 
with so great a record of success in 
the practical carrying out of immense 
economic enterprises. The definition 
of Mr. Hoover's ability need not be 
limited to this field in which he ha 
pens to be best known; in an all- 
round sense, including many fields of 
science and humanitarian work re- 
mote to the average man, Mr. Hoover 
is one of the outstanding figures of 
his generation. He probably has de- 
voted as large a portion of his energy 
and thought to the farm situation as 
to any other problem. 

here were others, many others, 
scores of them. Men of immense sue- 
cess in private life, like Bernard M. 
Baruch, who has lield himself steadily 
at the service of farm leaders and 
farm organizations who asked his 
counsel and practical help; ex-(iover- 
nor Frank QO. Lowden, of Illinois, 
who has a unique record as the ad- 
ministrator of a state; Vice Presi- 
dent Dawes, a successful banker and 
one of the authors of the economic 
lan on which Europe now depends for 
its stabilization; leaders in the senate 
and the house of representatives, govy- 
ernors of states, editors, bankers, 
heads of industries. 

All these have been consulting and 
working almost continuously. 
have not all agreed. But it should be 
a fair assumption that if there is 
any answer to the farm problem it 
‘should have been found by such men 
during the last five years. 


So far as any auswer has emerged, 
it comes down to the stimulation of 
cooperative marketing. That is all that 
today is left of the commotion of

Is any- 
thing of this sort inevitable? Is it 
ever possible to say that anything like 
this Rappened because it was inevita- 
ble? Who has enough confidence to 
say, as respects any development in 
organized society, that it was inevita- 
ble; to say that no one of many other 
possible developments could have 
been? May we not doubt whether 
this is just the way that economic 
evolution, so-called, takes place, wheth- 
er any economic development was in- 
evitable? 


At least there is another theo 
about how history is made. This al- 
ternative theory says that certain men 
want certain things: they go after 
those things, persuade others to ac- 
cept their views and imitate their ac- 
tions—and the thing is done. A good 
deal of the past history of organized 
society lends itself to this explanation. 


This New York banker asks: “Can 
we return to former conditions?’ 
There are few examples in history of 
a “return to former conditions.” But 
there are cases in which peoples or 
groups have tried certain experiments 
In government or social organization 
and have abandoned them. Italy, for 
example, has tried for about 50 years 
an experiment in parliamentary gov- 
ernment, and seems just now to have 
returned to autocracy. The same 
change is going on in other European 
governments. 

If it be doubtful whether a people 
or a group can “return to former con- 
ditions,” they can certainly and more 
sonny resist a. proposed new condi-

This family has 
been the unit of agricultural labor. 
This farm, with the workers confined 
to one family, has been what the big 
factory is in industry. (In cases where 
the farmer was a renter he was usual- 
ly a renter temporarily; he looked 
forward to ownership, and renting was 
a process of acquiring ownership. 
‘This unit of farming, a man and his 
wife and three_or four growing sons, 
has been able to resist every tendency 
toward bringing agriculture to.the ba- 
sis of “big business.” 
his wife and family can always pro- 
duce a crop cheaper than the man or 
corporation who employs hired labor 
on a factory basis: they have always

dustry as a whole, in organized society 
as a whole, certain fundamental de- 
velopments are going on or being 
brought about; and that what effect 
these developments will have on the 
farmer is a question to speculate 
about. 


One of these developments in inius- 
try is “quantity production.” The 
principal advantages that the _ city 
manufacturer has just now over the 
farmer lies in the profit, or rather, the 
reduced cost, which comes to the man- 
ufacturer through what has come to 
be called “mass production.” The 
first hundred automobiles that Henry 
Ford makes in a day, if he only made 
n hundred in a day, might readily cost 
him several thousand dollars each to 
make. By having a mass production 
of five to eight thousand a day, he 
can make each machine at a cost of 
less than $300. Mass production is 
not only enriching the ‘actory own- 
er, but the factory workes as well. 
It is ‘sharing in the advantages of 
mass production that enables many 
city workers to live on a scale the 
farmer envies. 

Mass production is not aprlicable 
to agriculture. The last ten acres 
that a farmer plows and seeds and 
reaps costs him practically as much as 
the first ten acres. 

Since mass production is the chief 
advantage of big units of in!ustry, 
and since mass production is not ap- 
plicable to the farm, we shall have to 
look elsewhere for benefits the farmer 
may hope to get from that o-xsaniza- 
tion into big units which is commend- 
ed to him. There are such benefits 
possible. One of them lies in coop- 
erative marketing. But the farmer 
will need to watch out lest this form 
of marketing, after it arrives and is 
successful, should become the big and 
profitable end of the business. A con- 
ceivable next step after cooperative 
marketing would be for the marketing 
association to become the owner of 
the land in large quantities and snb- 
ordinate the individual farmer. 
Something like that has happened in 
ordinary industry during the transi- 
tion from small units into big ones. 
The selling end became the profitable 
end, the profitable end became domi- 
nant, ‘and the individual producer be- 
came subordinate. In other cases it 
was the financial end that hecame 
profifable and dominant control pass- 
ed to those whose skill was not in 
production, but in management of the 
finances.

BREAKING RECORDS 


Syracuse, N. J., July 17.—This 
month, which marks Franklin’s 25th 
anniversary, gives every indication of 
being the biggest July in Franklin his- 
tory. Following upon the heels of the 
national low gear run on July 1, when 
185 Franklin cars in all parts of the 
country took part in a 100-mile non- 
wop low gear demonstration, retail 
deliveries have set up a new high rec- 
ord for the month to date. Retail de- 
liveries in the first week of July were 
33 per cent ahead of the corresponding 
period in June and 82 per cent ahead 
of same period last year. 

The company has maintained a 
steady output of 40 cars per day since 
May 1, when prices were reduced as 
much as $300. The company finds it- 
self unable to meet the demand for 
sedans, although this single type con 
stitutes 85 per cent of total produc 
tion. Total retail deliveries for the 
year are already considerably ahead of 
1925, the most prosperous year in the 
company’s history.

The Margaretta was then 
sailed well into the Tiver, where parts 
of the old hull are still to be seen.

Describing the effects of this dis- 
covery, Dr. Young’ says, “in compari- 
son with surgical anesthesia all other 
contributions to medical science are 
trivial.”’

The frightful shrieks 
from the hospital operating rooms 
filled those waiting their turn in the 


-wards. with terror! 


The awful experiences of operative 
surgery and the attendant high mor- 
tality caused the best minds in medi- 
cine to avoid opérations. Indeed for 


centuries the major operations in 
Europe were left to itinerant butchers 
and in England the Barber Surgeons 
did the work while the medical pro- 
fession stood by and vainly tried to 
assuage the anguish of the patient. 
The ‘sufferings of high-minded, 
sensitive doctors in the midst of this 
welter blood and misery were almost 
as great as those of the poor patients. 
Many of the most brilliant scions of 
Aesculapius have told how they de- 
serted surgery and even quit their 
cherished profession rather than con- 
,tinue in such heart-rending work. 


“How often,” ‘says Dr. Valentine 
Mott, (one of America’s greatest 
surgical pioneers), ‘“‘when operating 
in some deep, dark wound, along the 
course of some great vein, with thin 
walls, alternately distended and flac- 
cid with the vital -Cartent »—how

often have I dreaded that some unfor- 
tunate struggle of the patient would 
deviate the knife,a little from its 
proper course, and that |, who fain 
would be the deliverer, should invol- 
untarily become the executioner, see- 


ing my patient pore, in my hands by 


the most appalling form of death! Had 


he been insensible, I should have felt 
no alarm.” 

The celebrated John Bell in de- 
scribing the operation for stone says, 
“The posture in which the patient is 
beund is horrible, but essential to the 


performing of an operation, where the 
slipping of one instrument, or the mis- 
giving of one stroke of the knife, 
makes the difference—of safety or 
death. He must be made to grasp his 
feet with his hands, and secured in 
that posture by cords encircling’ the 
wrists and ankles, and thus, bended 
into,a curve, is brought so near to the 
edge of the table that he is almost 
suspended in air. Three medical as- 
sistants should hold him, one on each 
side; the third assistant should. sup- 
port his head and shoulders, and keep 
him forward according to the opera- 
tor’s directions. A friend should 
stand by to speak to him, to encour- 
age and to give him occasionally a lit- 
tle wine and wafter—and everything 
on the table of instruments should be 
fairly arranged, and every attendant 
steady, silent and observing. When 
the surgeon, advancing to the table, 
thus arranged, warms the gorget, and 
then sticks it in his girdle or apron 
string; while he grasps the knife and

THE WAR 

AGAINST PAIN. 

Since.the beginning of medi- 
cal history our records show 
that the never despairing hope 
of physicians was to conquer 
pain and to be allowed to carry 
out surgical procedures with 
tranquil thoroughness ratner 
tthan in a mad dash against 
pain and death. 

“Sacred, profane and myth- 
ological literature abound in 

- incident, fact and fancy show- 
ing that earliest times man has 
sought to assuage pain by some 

* means of dulling consciousness. 

® i, In these attempts many meth- 

* ods and diverse agenis have 

been employed. 

The inhalation of fumes from 
various substances, weird in- 
cantations, the external and in- 
ternal application of drugs and 
many strange concoctions, pres- 
Sure upon important nerves and 
blood vessels, the laying on of 
hands or animal magnetism, 
mesmerism, etc., have played 
their part in the evolution of 
anesthesia.’’—Anesthesia by J. 
T. Gwathmey. 

Mandragora was used by 
both Greeks and Romans for 
hundreds of years to produce 
sleep and Asiatics employed 


of pain. Later opium and hem- 
lock were used. 

It was not until the early 
chemical discoveries of hydro- 
gen, nitrogen, oxygen and 
nitrous oxid, in the latter part 
of the 18th century, that the 
way was found for a sciengific 
anesthesia. Sir Humphrey Davy 
Said in 1800, ‘Since nitrous 
Oxid is capable of destroying 
pain it may be used in surgical 
operations,” and 25 years later 
Hickman anesthetized rabbits 
with nitrous oxid and carried 
out many operations successfully 
upon them without a struggle. But 
these demonstrations went unheeded 
——the surgical theater continued to 
be-a torture chamber! 

But nitrous oxid) and sulphuric 
ether, neglected by the medical pro- 
fession, were seized upon by populace 
who found in them a pleasant means 
of becoming exhilarated. Itinerant 
lecturers on the marvels of chemistry 
roamed over the country and popu- 
larized their meetings by giving the 
young people ether to breath while 
the audiences roared with laughter 
over their unconscious antics on the 
stage. 

DR. LONG’S 
DISCOVERY. 


The knowledge of the interest in 
these drugs reached even to the dis- 
tant rural hamlets. In one of these, 
Jefferson, Jackson County, Georgia, 
many miles from a railroad, Craw- 
ford W. Long was plying’ his pro- 
fession of medicine. Fresh from 
the University of Pennsylvania, he 
knew of the exhilarating properties of 
these drugs and frequently furnished 
ether to young men who met at his 
office for an ‘“‘ether frolic’ in the 
winter of 1841-42.

time to time having the operation 
performed, from dread of pain. At

length I mentioned to him the fact 
of my receiving bruises while under 
the influence of the vapor of ether 
without suffering, and as I knew him 
to be fond of and accustomed to in- 
hale ether, I suggested to him the 
probability that the operation might 
be performed without pain, and pro- 
posed operating on him while under 
its influence. He consented to have 
one tumor removed, and the opera- 
tion was performed the same eve- 
ning. The ether was given to Mr. 
Venable on a towel, and when fully 
under its influence 1 extirpated the 
tumor. 


“It was encysted and about half an 
inch in diameter. The patient con- 
tinued to inhale ether during the time 
of the operation, and when informed 
it was over, seemed incredulous until 
the tumor was shown him. 

“He gave no evidence of suffering 
during the operation, and assured me, 
after it was over, that he did not ex- 
perience the least degree of pain from 
its performance. This operation was 
performed on the 30th of March, 
1842.” : 


THE BEGINNING 
OF A NEW ERA. 


Here then was the first successful 
attempt to render a patient insensible 
to pain during a surgical operation! 
The beginning of a new era of incal- 
culable relief of human suffering—an 
era which was to revolutionize 
surgery and make it a million times 
mots efficient in alleviating human 
ills, 


Long did not rush into print, but 
like a painstaking, modest scientist, 
quietly continued his work, removing 
another tumor on the same patient a 
few weeks later, and then amputating 
a toe under complete ether anaes- 
thesia in July. 


After that his meager practice only 
furnished him a few surgical cases 
each year which he continued to op- 
erate upon under ether, while he 
bided his time, waiting for a major 
operation before publishing his claims 
to a discovery which he well realized 
would revolutionize surgery and 
startle the world. Long thus  suc- 
cinctly gives his motives: cs 

“] was anxious, before making my 
publication, to try etherization in a 
sufficient number of cases to fully 
satisfy my mind that anaesthesia was 
produced by the ether, and was not 
the effect of the imagination or owing 
to any peculiar insusceptibility to pain 
in the persons experimented on. 

“At the time I was experimenting 
with ether there were physicians high 
in authority and of justly distinguished 


character who were the advocates of’ 


mesmerism, and recommended the 
induction of the. mesmeric state as 
adequate to prevent pain in surgical 
operations. Notwithstanding thus 
sanctioned I was angunbeliever in the 
science, and of the opinion that if the 
mesmeric state could be produced at 
all it was only on those of strong 
imaginations and weak minds, and 
was to be ascribed solely to the work- 
ings of the patient’s imagination. En- 


tertaining this opinion, | was the more 
particular in my experiments in ether 
ization. | 

‘Surgical operations are not of fre 
quent occurrence in a country prac- 
tice and especially in the practice of a 
young physician, yet | was fortunate 


enough to meet with. two cases in . 


which | could satisfactorily test the 
anaesthetic power of ether. From 
one of these patients 1 removed three 
tumors the same day; the inhalation 
of ether was used only in the second 
operation, and was effectual in pre- 
venting pain, while the patient suf- 
fered severely from the extirpation of 
the other tumors.” In the ‘other case 
1 amputated two fingers of a negro 
boy; the boy was etherized during one. 
amputation and not during the other; 
he suffered from -one operation and 
was insensible during the other. 
‘After fully satisfying myself of the . 
power of ether to produce ai - 
sia, | was desirous of administering it 
in a severer surgical operation than 
any I had performed. In my prac- 
tice, prior to the published account of 
the use of ether as an anaesthgtic, I 
had no opportunity of experimenting 
with, it in a capital operation, my, 
cases being confined, with one excep- 
tion, to the extirpation of small tue 
mors and the amputation of fingers 
and toes.

N argument 
which it may 
be well to state in 
a distinct and sep- 
arate form is the 
Argument from 
History. This is 
not identical with 
what is sometimes 
called. the historical 
. argument, or the 
prevailing sense of the Supernatural 
in all the stages of human history, 
which calls for ‘another discussion. 
The Argument from History shows 
the evidence of God in corporate So- 
ciety, and the stamp of divine pur- 
pose and providence in the history of 
humanity.

It may be readily seen how this 
argument overlaps the teleological 
argument or the argument from de- 
sign, and also the anthropological or 
moral argument. It is true, however, 
that every argument which is ad- 
vanced for the Existence of God co- 
incides at some point with the other 
arguments. 


. Dr. G. P. Fisher writes: ‘‘History 
as containing at once a providential 
order and a moral order enclosed 
within it discovers God. Events to 
not take place in a chaotic series. A 
program is discernible, an orderly, 
succession of phenomena, -the ac- 
complishment of ends by the power 
of individuals to originate or com- 
bine. There is a power that makes 
for righteousness. Amid all the dis- 
orders of the world as Bishop But- 
ler has convincingly shown, there is 
manifested on the part of the Power 
which governs, an approbation of 
right and a condemnation of wrong, 
analogous to the manifestation of 
justice and holiness which emanates 
from righteous rulers among men. 


If righteousness appears to be but 
imperfectly carried out, it is an indi- 
cation that in this life the system is in- 
complete, and that here we see only 
its beginnings.” 

The witness of history is emphatic. 
Great civilizations of the past have 
gone down in ruins not through lack 
of intelligence but as a result of moral 
decay. 

“Righteousness exalts a people.” 
There accompanies sin certain retribu- 
tive and destructive forces which un- 
arrested result in the downfall of na- 
tions. :

Mees ago sets forth this argument from 


history in “The world is governed 
supernaturally in the Interest of Chris- 
tianity.” This masterful discourse 
even today fits in with the best state- 
ment of modern apologetics. He 
writes: ‘‘The facts do not take place 
here, in human society, government 
and the church, as they should, if 
events were left to the mere casual- 
ities of nature, and were, no way con- 
trollable by a supernatural ministra- 
tion of divine government, or by some 
genuinely Christian Providence, in 
the management of human affairs. 
. The regenerating action of su- 
pernatural forces inspite of the 
downward tendency of mere nature 
under sin, are creating always a new 
heavens and earth, out of the ruins of

Here they discovered real art—art 
that stood up under every test—and in the artist they recognized the 
master. “Gold is where you find it. ” Veronese became the most popu- 
lar painter of the day.

“Since the ideal home is to contain 
children a place should be set apart 
in this building for a demonstration 
nursery school where mothers, both 
potential and actual, could learn the 
best that is to be known concerning 


the care and treatment of children, for 
why should we attempt to attack this 
greatest problem of all unlettered and 
unlearned in even its primary require- 
ments except in many instances as 
tradition may suggest? 

Study Political Questions. 

“Since they are citizens alike, both 
men and women students should study 
together those litical questions 
which affect the home, and therefore 
one class room should be planned for 
this particular urpose with all 
equipment as to charts and informa- 
tion necessary. Men and women 
should be taught that politics is not 
for personal preferment nor alone for 
power over property, but what is far 
more important than that—it is power 
over human life and it is power over 
the immortal soul. Teach this in its 
proper setting to the young student- 
citizens as he ge a his profession in 
life if you would push on toward that 
much desired end—the purifying of 
politics. 

“When political science has been 
discussed in its relation to the home, 
its housing in the department of home- 
making will be found most appropri- 
ate. uch questions as amusements, 
parks and eveeecs, schools, san- 
itation, water supply, dairy products, 
pure food, juvenile courts, good roads, 
and that most engaging of all ques- 
tions—taxation, will certainly be found 
in the category, for the welfare of 
the home is absolutely dependent upon 
these things, and one of the heaviest 
tax burdens of today is the cost of 
crime. Every crime commissioner 
sooner or later finds the roots of mis- 
behavior running back into faulty 
home conditions or lack of proper pro- 
tection of the home by outside agen- 
cies. If politics is not for the pro- 
tection of our homes why should we 
have any politics? If it is for 
this purpose, then why not closely and 
pertinently relate the two in the minds 
of the people? 

College Mother. 

“Last, but not least, a college moth- 
er should be in charge of this hall 
embodying the spirit of the home in 
that students could come to her with 
problems which they might hesitate to 
take elsewhere and who could supply 
that spiritual part which even the 
campus pastor or Y. M. C. A. work- 
er could not give. She could in this 
way become the stabilizing influence 
to student life which intelligent moth- 
erhood has always exemplified.”

Swiss National Dish 


Geneva, July 17.—(4)-—Switzer- 
land’s favorite national dish the “fon- 
due,” is a cousin of a famous Ameri- 
ean delicacy, Welsh rarebit.

First, a good-sized earthen pot must 
be used, then a stock of garlic is rub- 
bed vigorously on the inside of the 
pot so that it may be permeated with 
this flavor, being careful, however, to 
see that the garlic is not left in the 
pot. A generous quantity of white 
wine is then u within and al- 
lowed to heat and shortly afterwerd 
Gruyere cheese, which is the basis 
of the dish, is added and allowed to 
melt. This mixture is seasoned with 
pepper and, at the proper moment of 
boiling, half a glass of Kirsch, mixed 
with a pinch of flour, is added. This 
gives a perfume to the dish and at 
the same time prevents the cheese 
from getting stringy. e é 
art of making the “fondue” as in the 
ease of the American rarebit.

“TAB DAY” SET ASIDE 
FOR BETTER BABIES. 

A committee from the Columbus 
Federation of Woman’s Clubs has in 
charge annually one day in the month 
of May set aside as “tag day for bet- 
ter babies.” On this day the public 
is asked to sacrifice something from 
a drink of soda water to a new dress, 
from a dime to a dollar for the wel- 
fare of babies in Columbus. The Fed- 
eration of Woman's Clubs realizes 
that a well organized health work 
could use the money secured from 
tag day to better advantage for the 
welfare of children and turns over 
to the Public Health Nurse associa- 
tion annually the entire proceeds from 


tag day. 

This fund, which amounted to 
$649.32 this year, helps to make it 
possible for the Public Health Nurse 
association to carry on a_e splendid 
piece of health work for better babies. 
which is educational and disease pre- 
ventive and curative, which reduces 
illness and the death’ rate of both 
mother and baby. The prenatal 
mother is instructed for five months 
before the birth of her baby, through 
which period, if she is not able to 
have her own family physician, she 
has a skilled physician's advice at a 
free prenatal clinic and is treated if 
there is need for same and entrance 
to the hospital secured if desired,

First Kindergarten. 

The first Columbus kindergartens 
were,for the children in the outskirts 
of town. They were gathered from 
the homes of the poor and their care 
by the sweet young girls being train- 
ed in normal class, inaugurated at 
the very beginning of the enterprise, 
was a beautiful revelation of what 
scientifically directed effort could ac- 
complish. Many of these highly 
equipped, young women have made 
names for themselyes as successful 
teachers in widely separated fields. 
Man, of them are married and have 
in distant towns, but I 
venture to say that not one of them 
has failed to foster the kindergarten 
idea wherever they may live. 

Putting the kindergarten into the 
public schools was the crowning suc- 
cess of the association. Columbus 
is still far ahead of many cities of 
larger growth in this respect. Two 
free kindergartens were continr:d, 
however, to reach the children too 
far from the school center to go to 
and fro, until 1924, when the asso- 
ciation was led to undertake an en- 
terprise seemingly better fitted to 
the neighborhood needs of the people 
they wished to serve. The Kinder- 
garten association has been doing wel- 
fare work on a very small seale, but 
when it become necessary to give up 
the kindergarten work as it was 
placed in the public school, then 
started the present work which we 
now call the Good Will Center. The 
Good Will Center is a social service 
enterprise which rebuilds and sells 
discarded articles in an effort to 
eliminate the necessity of charity by 


l giving employment to worthy persons 


and furnishing many of the necessi- 
ties of the home. to the poor at a very 
low cost. It is the conyersion of 
wasted life, hopes and future through 
the use of wasted material—it is help- 
ing others to help themselves in a 
self-respectful way without. danger of 
pauperizing them, .

Chance is all that most of these 
people want unless they have become 
pauperized by charity. Many = of 
them have high ideals and do not care 
to suffer the evils of charity. We 
are trying to furnish a self-respecting 
chance for such people that they may 
not be forced to fall into the indus- 
trial scrap heap. It is far,better to 
prevent disaster than try to gather 
the pieces together after the crisis. 
The Free Kindergarten association 
has made it possible for such a work 
to be in our midst. 
our work is educational, 
ligious and industrial. We 
supervisor, Miss J.izzie Hall. She 
supervises all phases of the work. She 
has a Blue Bird club composed of 
girla, averaging attendance 20; she 
teaches them to embroider and other 
handicraft. The boys under 12 beg- 
ged so hard to have something to do 
that she has organized a boys’ club; 
they also do embroidery, averaging | 
attendance 9. We also have the Camp 
Fire girls, attendance 12; they are 
very enthusiastic over this phase of 
the work. The Bov Scouts have or- 
ganized and are quite interested in 
their work; thev have nine members 
and are anticipating a trip .to the 
camp. 

Recreation is given every night in 
form of play, the yard being lighted, 
and the grown-ups as well as the chil- 
dren take advantage of this oppor- 
tunity to come down for an hour of 
play after being employed all day. 
The Sunday scheol meets every Sun- 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock and is 
well attended. There are two re- 
ligious services weekly, one

held 
Thursday night and one Sunday night 
by some layman; the meetings are 
well attended. 

The industrial feature of the Good 
Will is self-supporting. Commodious 
bags are left at any, friends’ house 
to be filled with any and every kind 
of garment and household object in 
need possibly of slight repair and 
these are given out to be put in order 
and then sold. It is marvelous what 
transformation of the non-used ar- 
ticles have been made in this turn- 
over and how many people happily 
occupied and rehabilitated as well as 
the things upon which they wrought 
the improvement. 

The supervisor has made 765 visits 
in the home; through this medium she 
reaches the people and gains their 
confidence. We have had 18 public 
social meetings and the days of oppor- 
tunity labor given to men are six. 
Amount spent for educational pur- 
poses (night school), $98.35. Work 
in. the industrial department, 326 
days. There are three members of 
the board appointed to visit the work 
each month. The most needed thing 
in the work is a shower bath. We 
were hoping to install it this summer. 
but having heen crippled for lack of 
funds has made it impossible, however,

Columbus Student. Club Formed 


By Cultural Group in 1895

To begin ‘at the beginning. as a 
proper history should, the Students’ 
club was organized tn June, 1895. The 
initial meeting was held at the home 
Miss Miriam Tillman (Mrs. 
Charles Drennan, now of Hot Springs, 
Ark.) who is remembered with affec- 
tionate appreciation as the founder of 
the club and remains its sole heaor- 
ary member. 


First President. 

The responsibility of being its first 
president fell upon Miss Catherine 
Jones, whose qualities of dignity. 
marked ability and enthusiasm with 
conservatism, made her an ideal execu- 
tive. The name, Students’ club, was 
the happy suggestion of one of the 
charter members, Mrs. Emma Moffett 
Tyng, of New York and Columbus. 

In May, 1897, the Students’ elub 
joined the newly-organized Georgia 
Federated of Women’s Clubs and the 
second meeting of that body was held 
in Columbus by favitation of “the 
students.” 

I wonder if we shall ever again have 
so vivifying an’ experience aa that 
convention gave. One hundred bril- 
liant, earnest, purposeful womea, band- 
ed by a noble aim, made a profound 
impression on the entire community 
and kindled a spirit that burned away 
all aims that end in self. Inspired by 
Mrs. McCabe. the mother of our Mrs. 
John K. Ottley, the Students’ elub 
took up literary work and, aided by 
George Foster Peabody, of New York, 
they placed 20 libraries of new. well- 
chosen books in the schools of Musco- 
gee county. 

Mrs. Groover’s Leadership. 

In 1903, under the leadership of 
Mrs. ‘Clarence Groover, the Students’ 
club and the merchants of Celumbus 
established a rest room, which still 
serves anappreciative public. Mrs. 
rroover also planned and established 
a scholarship whereby the club main- 
tains a student at one or the other 
of our state normal schools. This 
scholarship has existed for many years, 
and with the pledge to Tallulah Falls 
school and the building of a monument 
to those who served fa the world war 
is the chief aim and responsibility of 
the club.’ It is fairly certain that our 
club histories are parallel and nearly 
identical.- We all burn with the same 
hopes and aspirations, endure the same 
handicaps. have the same towering 
plans and the same material limita- 
tivas. Most of us have small member- 
ships and incomes derived from mod- 
est annual dues. Yet, somehow, by 
some miracle of finance. some art of 
making bricks without straw, the work 
of the individual club and of the city

But it is he exception that arouses 
the most poignant memories and deep- 
est feelings. It is a tiny brochure, 
the edition of which was strictly lim- 
ited to 36 copies. The cover, of plain- 
est paper, is beautifully hand-lettered 
by an architect friend of the club, and 
the inside pages, typewritten by the 
young son of a club mother as he was 
leaving for training camp, are tied 
together with homely embroidery cot- 
ton. It cost the club not one ‘single 
penny and bears the date 1918. 

As all clubwomen did thea, the Stu- 
dents’ club gave itself that year as an 
organization and as individuals to the 
need of the world. They sold and 
bought bonds. They presided over 
conservation kitchens. They made 
Liberty loan speeches and were mem- 
bers and chairmen of every department 
of war work. Fortnightly an hour 
or two was spared for the regular 
club meetings, when current topics 
were discussed, and sometimes letters 
from the front were read. 

During “‘the years that make and 
mar and mead” many fine members 
have passed through the ranks of the 
club. It is heart-warming to the old 
students to know that many of those 
who have gone away have in their 
new homes organized new clubs en 
the old lines, and frequently they have 
used the old club name. Two former 
students, Mrs. Charles Drennan, of 
Arkansas. and Mrs. J. T. Alderman, 
now of North Carolina, have been 
called to preside over the federated 
clubs of — adopted states. Mrs. 
Dreraan also was president of the 
State League for ‘qual Suffrage, 
serving its cause most valiantly. Mrs. 
E. J. Lyman, a delightful contributor 
to magazines and newspapers, has 
proved a most valued member, giv- 
ing us inspirational talks and original 
sketches.

As the result of a questionnaire instituted by the Literary Digest 
which met with response from all portions of the country, the young 
people of the south are found to be overwhelmingly on the side of 
temperance, and since they are inhabitants of the “Bible belt of the 
nation” it may be concluded that their temperate habits are the result

How can one become a good ¢on- 
versationalist? 

The question is frequently put to 
me by both boys and girls who are 
interested in developing a personality, 
and, through it, earning a_ greater 
popularity. 

Since so much of our time is devoted 
to conversation, it is not a bad idea 
for all of us to review our “line” cc- 
easionally and ask if we are giving
